——. Canada’s Day Is Dawning 


In the article appearing in this column last weck, entitled “The West's 
Rapid Growth,” a passing reference was made to President Coolidge’s state- 
ment that the United States must prepare for the day not far distant when it 
would become a food importing instead of a food exporting country. The 
view expressed by President Coolidge is so important, and has such a direct 
bearing on Canada’s, future, that it is worthy of more extended mention and 
consideration, : 

In his address, which was delivered before the Association of Land Grant 
Colleges, the President said: “Preparation must be made for the time, fast 
approaching, when we are to be’one of the greatest of the agricultural buy- 
Ing countries. In a few years the natural increase of population, and the in- 
evilable tendency to industrialization will place us among the nations pro- 
cucing a deficit rather than a surplus of agricultural staples. Tt may not be 
Benerally known, but even now we consume more calories of food in this 
country than we produce.” 

With the United States withdrawing from the list of nations having a sur- 
plus of food products to export, it naturally follows that the demand for Cana- 
dian food products in all foreign markets will increase, including not only 
wheat tnd wheat products, but all meats, fish, butter, cheese, poultry, eggs. 
fruit and vegetables. More important still is the fact that, with the United 
States forced to import food supplies, the source of supply to which the peo- 
ple of the republic will inevitably turn is Canada. This Dominion will be the 
nearest market, transportation costs will be lower than from elsewhere, and, 
by reason of the short distance, our food products can be delivered in better 
condition than those requiring to be transported longer distances by sea? and 
rail. 

These are not the only advantuges wiheh Canada will enjoy in catering 
to the food demands of the United States. Speaking the same language, 
with a uniform monetary system, with a more intimate knowledge of United 
States customs and tastes, the development and conduct of business will be 
easier for us than for all other foreign countries. . 

But it is not the United States alone which will be turning to Canada for 
ever increasing food supplies. ‘The British Government is even now giving 
consideration to the appointment of an Imperial Economic Commission whose 
primary duty, would be the bringing of the food commodities of the Overseas 
British Dominions more prominently before the home country consumers than 
now, and involving improvement in marketing condilions and better systems 
of handling foodstuffs so as to avoid waste and loss. With the United States 
gradually retiring from the export of foodstuffs, the work of such a Commis- 
sion should be comparatively easy, but noneethe less important. 

In fact it would almost appear that these developments are already tak- 
ing place. The United States Department of Commerce recently issued 
statement showing that the use of Canadian flour has extended enormously | 
in the United Kingdom al the expense of U.S. flour. The same thing is 
shown to be true in the case of Ireland, where direct imports of U.S. flour in

Cattle Ranching Industry is 
Saskatchewan And Alberta 


The cattle ranching industry in Sas- 
katchewan and Alberta is undergoing 
t. change in system, Instead of hold- 
ing their cattle until Onished for mar- 


ket, itis becoming the tendency to dis- | 
pose of their stock as feeders to bo 


finished -on farms where grain and 
winter forage are more plentiful. The 
Livestock Branch of the Department of 
Agriculture have been encouraging 
this change because they see that un- 
der the ranching system cattle can be 
brought to the feeder stage at- rela- 
tively low cost. It is regarded also 
ag important that Lhose who purchase 
cattle to feed must get them at a rea- 
sonable price in order 
finishing profitable. In the grain 
growing areas in Western Canada as 
well as in some parts of Ontario, an 
immense quantity of feed is available 
annually, much of which is practieally 
valueless unless fed to cattle. The 
ranching industry that can ‘supply 
thrifty feeders for these areas, not 
only find ‘a sure outlet for their stock 
cuch autumn, but the ranches are en- 
abled to increase thelr holdings of cat- 
lle very materialy. As pointed out 
by the Honorable Mr. Motherwell, 
Minister of Agriculture, in the annual 
report of his department for the past 
fiseal year, it is highly important that 
the remnant of-the ranching industry 
should be safeguarded, extended and 
moulded so as to make it a permanent 
and dependable source of supply for 
high-grade young feeder eattle to be 
finished in grain growing districts in 
other parts of the country. 

The livestock branch are doing all 
they can to impress the importance of 
this question on the public mind and in 
other ways facilitating tho modifi- 
cation of the business. The ranchers 
are realizing the advantage of the 
modification in that it climinates from 
their herds the three and four-year-old 
steers that used to make up the bulk 
of their output. ‘This will naturally 
result in an increase in the annual 
output as regards numbers from each 
herd and on the basis of prices re- 
ceived during recent years for grass- 
finished range cattle, should also re- 
sult in increased annual net profits. 
It is to facilitate the change that the 
Ilvestock branch organized the feeder 
shows and sales that have been held 
for two years at Calgary, Moose Jaw. 
and Winnipeg. ‘These shows provide 
a ready market for the well bred feed- 
crs for which those desiring cattle to 
finish were looking. .A very large

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Grapes For the Manitoba Farm 


Native Hybrids Have Proved To Be 
Very Hardy 

Mr. W. R. Lesiie, Superintendent of 
the Experimental Station at Morden, 
Manitoba, believes there is no reason 
why all productive, well-sheltered 
home gardens in Southern Manitoba 
cannot grow a supply of good grapes 
for cooking purposes. The native 
grapes thrive as far north as the Rid- 
ing Mountains. Some of the improv- 
ed forms of native grape hybrids have 
proved to be hardy in sheltered places 
in the Morden district without mulch- 
ing. In his report for 1923, Mr. Leslic 
states that an excellent crop of grapes 
was cut from vines of Ilungarian, Al- 
pha and Beta varieties from plants 
set in 1921. hese bore well the 
year after planting, but in 1923, the 
vines being better developed, yielded 
well, All three are dark blue grapes 
of fair cating quality and good for 
jelly and jam. The Ilungarian is 
somewhat the largest. It ripens in 
late August, a few days before Beta 
and Alpha.

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Shortage of Seed Oats 


Farmers Are Advised to Hold All Good 
Oats For Seed 

Western farmers who have good, 
clean, plump oats would be well advis 
ed to hold them for seed, Superintend- 
ent W. EL. Fairfield, of the Lethbridge 
Experimental Farm, stated on his re- 
turn from Winnipeg where he attend- 
ed a meeting of the Dominion Seed 
Board. ; 

“Tt was the unanimous verdict of 
those present that there is a real 
shortage of seed oats in the prairie 
provinces this year and it {s certain 
that thousands of bushels of seed will 
have to be imported by our farmers 
fo supply their spring requirements. 
Farmers who have good oats are cer- 
tain to get a premium for them, and 
should not feed their stock of oats,” 
sald Mr. Fairfield. 

Asked about feed oats, Mr. Fairficld 
replied that he had no information 
that would lead him to believe there 
js a shortage o of feed oats in the coun- 
try. ~ 


Increased Coal Output 


Nearly All Coal Mining Provinces 
Show Increased Production 

The output of coal from Canadjan 
mines during September amounted to 
902,595. short tons, an increase of 28 
per cent, over the tonnage of the pre- 
vious month. The greatest increase 
waS 132,000 tons in Alberta, a total of 
265,000 tons for the month. The re 
maining provinces, in order of their 
gains of output, were: Nova Scotla up 
66,000 tons to a total of 471,000 tons;

Making Sugar From Dahlias 


American Scientists Told of Commer- 
cial Possibilities In Flower 

Production of sugar from dahlias as 
a commercial possibtlity was discuss- 
ed in a paper prepared for the chemi- 
eal section of the American Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Science, 
by Dr. R, If. Jackson, of the Bureau 
of Standards. Sugar in the levulose 
form, which is sweeter than other 
sugar, can be produced by a new cery- 
stalizing process from both dahlias 
and artichokes, he said, but the flower 
has the greatest possibilities commer- 
clally as from 10 to 26 tons can be 
grown to the acre.

Line to Make Into Paper 
A new national weekly published in 
New York claims a circulation already 
of 700,000 and looks forward to 1,000,- 
000 in 1925. _ 
The part. that is interesting to Can- 


ada is that the company publishing 
this magazine has large pulpwood 


limits in Quebec. When these were 
secured it was the intention of the 
company to erect a pulp mill in Que- 
bee, this agreement being made pn 
the belief there would be an embargo 
placed on pulpwood going out of the 
country in an unfinished state. As 
soon as the American firm had rea- 
son to believe this would not be done, 
the idea of a plant in Canada was 
abandoned and a huge mill was creet- 
ed at North Tonawanda, just cross 
the border—but in United States. 

All that Canada gets is a rapid de- 
pletion of an exclusive natural re- 
source plus the price paid for the raw 
material. 

Tonawanda has the mill, ‘onawanda 
has the benefit of all the employment 
given to all the incn employed in all 
the stages through which raw pulp- 
wood goes before it-comes out as the 
finished article. 

This employment should be the 
property of the Canadian people, be- 
cause pulpwood, like No, 1 Northern 
hard wheat, is a product peculiar to 
this country, and we are shortsighted 
when we allow it to go to the markets 
of the world without getting the benc- 
fit of all the labor value used in the 
process of manufacture.—-Sault Daily 
Star. 


Urges Dominions to Co-operate 


Must Help Britain to Restore Europe 
Says French Senator

Sun Spots and Static 


Closely Related Says Dr. Bauer Of 
Camegie Institute 
Static, bugbear of radio fans, is a 
close relation of sunspots, according 
to researches of Dr. Louis A. Bauer, 
director of the Department of Terres- 
tial Magnetism of Carnegie Institute, 
reported to the American Physical So- 
ciety. The relation between atmos- 
pheric electricity and sunspots has 
been traced through seven complete 
sunspot cycles, he said, and in all but 
two they increased and decreased to- 
gether. In these cases Dr. Bauer re- 
ported that atmospheric electricity de- 
creased as sunspots increased. The 
cause is unknown, he said.

In Britain’s Colonies 

Colonial discontent today arises not 
from the “exploitation” of the subject~ 
races, but from their upliftment.

| Boy Guidance: A New Profession 
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| they must have physical buoyancy and 
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‘God-given energy!”

“One boy out of every fourteen is 
hailed into court for delinquency. De- 
linquency is largely misdirected en- 
ergy. After leaving a-boy’s natural 
instincts entirely unguided, we arrest 
and penalize him for exercising ls 
So spoke Brother 
Barnabas, executive secretary of the 
Boy Life Bureau, Knights of Columbus 
in Canada, in an address before the 
National Probation Association meet- 
ing in Toronto Jast June. He was 
maling his familiar plea in behalf of 
his beloved beys—for the new profes- 
sion of boy guidance. 

The relations of the human family 
have radically changed in the past 
two generations. ‘Lime was when the 
members of a family spent practically 
their lives together while the children 
were growing up. Father and boys 
worked together in the fields or at the 
trade. The church and the home 
were vital factors in the boys de- 
veloping life. But as rural develop- 
ment has glyen way to the blg indus- 
trial centre and social and industrial 
changes have appeared, the gathers, 
and in many cases the mothers, have 
become separated from their children 
during most of their waking hours. 
At the same time a third agency in 
the education of the boy has develop- 
ed—the school, and it has to some ex 
tent filled the need which arose with 
the changing occupations of the 
parents. 

The physical business of Hving to- 
day Is easier than it has ever been. A 
great deal of leisure time is now en- 
joyed where ounce the waking hours 
were fully occupied. “It is this lei- 
sure time,” says Brother Barnabus, 
“that, while it enriches our lives, 
makes them more complex. Our re- 
creations include ten actlyities where 
our grandfathers knew one, Neces- 
sarily this affects the youth of the 
nation. Necessarily this complex 
life affects the character of our boys. 

“The boy has a simple soul. He 
needs not a complexity of activities, 
but simpler ones. Te is as clemental 
as w savage; he wants a simple envir- 
onment, not the multiplicity of activi- 
ties that surround him on every side. 


His nervous organism becomes over 
developed. 
“Tho boy is a human dynamo.  Go- 


ing, doing--it is as casy to dam Nia- 
gara as to check the activity of a 
healthy vouth in his teeus. The wind 
will blow and the water will dash 
along, do what we will. But the wind 
which played hayoc in the garden 
turns the windmill industrlously und 
the power of the water which upset 
the boat may be harnessed to run an 
engine. The boy's restless energy, if 
directed, may be guided to usefu) pur- 
suits and wholesome ideals. 

“Two things are needed; a pro- 
gramme of directed activity for the 
boy’s leisure time, and men trained 
professionally for his leisure time 
leadership -just as teachers are trained 
to direct his mind and doctors Lo care 
for his body. 

During his impressionable years the 
boy craves and needs the companion- 
ship of an adult of his own sex. He 
{Is a hero worshipper and every boy 
needs a hero to worship. ‘The devel- 
opment of his character will largely 
depend upon the hero he has chosen. 
Surely no requirements are then too 
high for the profession of boy leaders. 
They must, above all, have training, 
for they must be teachers and athletes, 


youth, and they must be able to co- 
ordinate and direct the efforts in be- 
half of boys which are being pul forth 
by practically all the men’s service 
clubs on the continent.

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Using Sun At Night 


Energy Captured to Run Hluminating 
System at, Cairo 

There is an old joke about a simple 
feHow who remarked that it was a 
great pity the sun didn’t shine at 
night, when it was really needed. Re- 
cent news from Egypt declares that 
that is exactly what the people of 
Cairo haye succeeded in making it do, 
writes M. Tevis in the October St. 
Nicholas. ‘The city is actually light- 
ed at night by bottled sunlight, so to 
speak. ; : 

The sun's crergy, in the form of 
heat—is captured by means of huge 
refiectors. These are made of con- 
eaved and brightly polished metal, 
forming a mirror which has the power, 
just as a burning glass has, of bring- 
ing the sun’s rays to a focus and 
therefore greatly intensifying the heat 
at that particular point. 

Tt is said that Cairo is the only city 
in the world which derives the power 
required to run its Illuminating system 
In this manner, 
very few citles, of course, so fayor- 
ably situated with regard both to the 
number of sunshiny hours and the in- 
tensity of the sunlight.

Valuable Advice On Growing Fruit 
Trees On the Prairies 

The Superintendent of the Experi- 
mental Station at Morden, Manitoba, 
fn hls report for last year, outlines 
some of the more important considera- 
tions that should be given attention 
in growing fruits on the prairies. 

Ll. The absolute necessity of effective 
shelter. This is best supplied by tree 
windbreaks and hedges. Excellent 
materials tor shelter are the native

2. The inclusion of a snow-trap,

Pigs lead the increase 
with 426,855, as against 291,396 last 
year, Cattle and horses have increas- 
ed in about Lhe same ratio, the former 
from 695,202 to 714,049, the latter 
from 364,411 to $71,597. Sheep have 
added some 1,700 to their previous 
population of 93,162.

Tornadoes: Took Toll of 1,929 Lives In 
_ Eight Years In U.S, 7 


Tornadoes in the United States dur-- 


ing the eight years ending with 1928 
caused the loss of 1,929 lives and the 
destruction of more than $62,000,000 
worth of property.: ‘These figures 
were reported in a paper prepared for 
the session of the American Metcoro- 
logical Society by H. C. Hunter,-of the 
United States Weather Bureau.  Al- 
though tornadoes seem to be increas- 
ing as compared with carlier records, 
particularly in the central and west- 
ern portions of the cotton belt, this 
may be due, Mr. Hunter said, to great- 
er accuracy in reporting.

Part 6—(Continued) 

Owing to the fact that it is likely 
to produce bloat, it is unsafe to pas- 
ture cattle or sheep on an exclusive 
alfalfa pasture; but this difficulty dis- 
appears when the alfalfa is sown with 
other grasses. Alfalfa roots so much 
deeper than the grasses, that it will 
grow among them and be very little 
affected by their crowding. Alfalfa 
is an ideal pasture for hogs. 

1. Alfalfa can be grown successtully 
in nearly every part of Western Can- 
ada but is not fully appreciated. 

2. Farmers. generally are rapidly 
to realize that livestock must be rais- 
ed on every farm and that alfalfa and 
swect clover are the best feed to be 
raised. 

3. Alfalfa is not diMicult to grow 
and when well established on good 
land will) produce crops for many 
years, almost regardless of weather 
conditions. 

4, Use only irimm and Baltic seed. 
Do not experiment with other varie- 


ties. 
5. Alfalfa starts best on a clean, 
fertile, firm, moist seed bed.  Man- 


ure the Jand, grow potatoes, corn of 
sunflowers, summerfallow, as a 
preparation. Cultivate the land un- 
lil June 1 to 15; seed the alfalfa alone, 
putting 12 ‘to 15 pounds of seed in 
moist soil, not more than one inch be- 
low the surface. Keep weeds clipped, 
but leave winter protection. A light 
nurse crop of Marquis wheat may be 
used if there is plenty of moisture. 

6. Cut the alfalfa for hay when’new 
shoots start. Never cut or pasture 
so late that there is not a good 
growlh for winter protection. Save 
the leaves as they are richer than 
bran. 

7. Old alfalfa fields need cultivation. 
The spring tooth cultivator does the 
best job. Manuring alfalfa is profit- 
able—try it. It is not safe to pas- 
ture cattle or sheep on alfalfa. but an 
alfalfa field is a hog’s idea of heaven. 

8. Alfalfa excels every other crop in 
yield, in fielding value as a drought re- 
sister and as a soil enricher. Do not 
expect to know all about this néw-old 
crop at once. It is necessary to grow 
into growing it and make a beginning 
and start at least a small field of al- 
falfa this coming season.
